The hour fixed. for Mr. Howell’s address 
was 12:30, during the noon recess of the 
court. Jo@ke Roan. adjourned court 
promptiy at noon, and even at that hour 
the court room was crowded, many 
thinking the speaking would begin at 12 
o'clock. A committee of well known citi- 
zeng went to the hotel for Mr. Howe!l as 
the crowd was fast gathering and was 
anxious to hear him, and the speaking 
began some minutes before the appointed 
hour. 

It was difficult at that time for Mr. 
Howell and the committee to make their 
way into the court room, owing to the 
vast throng which filled every part of it, 
but when he was recognized making his 
Way through the crowd, the audience 
broke forth into applause and cheers 
which lasted for some time. 


Pinned Badge on Howell. 


Just as Mr. Howell was making his 
Way into the court house through tne 
crowds gathered at the entrance, meet- 
ing and shaking hands with many as he 
passed, a delegation composed of the 
Emory chapter of the Kappa Alpha fra- 
ternity came up, headed by Walter 
Candler, son of Asa G. Candler, of At- 
lanta, and pinned the Kappa Alpha 
badge upon his coat.

Introduced by Middlebrooks. 


Judge H. B. Anderson, one of the best 
and most widely known citizens of New- 
ton county, for twenty years sheriff and 
afterwarde ordinary, but’ now a busi- 
ness man because he declined again: to 
accept the offive that his people sought 
to force upon him, was elected by ac- 
clamation to preside over the meeting. 
Mr. Howell was to have been introduced 
to his audience by Judge J. M. Pace, 
a brother in law of General John B. Gor- 
don, and one of Newton county’s fore- 
most citizens, but owing to ill health 
Judge Pace could not be out today. 

Judge Anderson briefly presented Colo- 
nel L. L. Middlebrooks, one of the best 
known attorneys of this section and 
former state senator from this district, 
who introduced Mr. Howell to his audi- 
ence. 

“T take great pleasure,”’. Colonel Mid- 
dliebrooks said, ‘‘in standing before you 
“and introducing to you one who will ex- 
plain the reasons why the democrats of 
Georgia should stand true to their plat- 
form and their traditions. I know it- is 
not. expected of mre to make any extend- 
ed speech, but I want to say to you 
that the citizens of Newton county stand 
today for a united democracy with no 
jarring elements except in opposition to 
the oppressive legislation and laws of 
the republican party. It is a time 
when the inteNigent people of the coun- 
try must assert themselves and stand 
by the old ship for the preservation ot 
the present and the future glory of our 
great state.” 

At this point a populist in the rear 
of the audience shouted for Hoke Smith. 

“You may holler for Hoke now, but 
that’s all you'll ever be able to do,” 
Colonel Middlebrooks retorted amidst 
laughter and applause that rang through 
the court room and completely silenced 
th e interrupter. Colonel Middlebrooks 
paid tribute to the intelligence of the 
people of Newton, who, he said, were 
anxious to hear the questions discussed 
on all sides. He spoke of the progress 
and prosperity everywnere seen in Geor- 
gia, and in conclusion said: 

. “— have the honor of introducing to 
you a gentieman who has contributed 
greatly to that prosperity, Hon. Clark 

Howell, of Fulton.” 

Given a Great Reception. 

Another storm of applause greeted Mr. 
Howell as he arose to address his audi- 
ence. Mr. Howell declared that he had 
no appretiension about receiving’ a pa- 
tient amd attentive hearing from all 
good citizens of Newton county, regard- 
leas of who they might be for, and the 
correctness of this view was evidenced 
by the fact that throughout his address 
to this audience of nearly 1,200 people, 
there werd no interruptions except those 
outbursts of applause and cheers that in- 
dicated general approyal of the speak- 
er’s sentiments. 

’ Mr. Howell discussed the Hoke Smith- 
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Tom Watson deal made with a view to 
the disruption of the democratic party, 
and showed how the disturbing element 
of disfranchisement had been like the ap- 
ple of discord, thrown into democratic 
ranks, with a view to bringing about 
this end.

It was shown | 
how the very agitation of this question | 
has seriously disturbed labor conditions | 
all over Georgia, and has resulted in a 
20 per cent increase in the attendance 
On the negro schools of the state. A 
farmers’ convention ‘in North Carolina, 
a disfranchisement state. recently urged 
the repeal of the Chinese exclusion act 
with a view to getting Chinese labor in 
the place of that which they have lost, 
and in Virginia, another disfranchise- 
ment state, the, governor has recom- 
mended an appropriation of $10,000 for 
the purpose of working up labor immi- 
gration to that state. 


Colonel Peek Comes Forth. 

The surprise and sensation of the day 
came when Mr. Howell read a printed 
circular signed by Colonel Wm. S. Peek, 
of Conyers, and in referring to its con- 
tents, deprecated the bringing of 
Southern Cotton Association into politics 
by Colonel Peek, an officer of that asso- 
ciation and a member of the execut've 
committee. Colonel Peek sat in the au- 
dience immediately in front of Mr. How- 
ell, as the latter spoke. 

“TIT. was not at all surprised,’’ Mr. How- 
ell said, ‘‘at Colonel Peek’s taking part | 
in the campaign in behalf of Hoke} 
Smith, for he was the last one of the 
nominees against the democratic candi- 
date for governor during the past fif- 
teen years, who had not lived up with the | 
combination to wreck the democratic | 
party. First there was Watson. whose | 
hostility and antagonism are too well 
known to require comment. Then there 
was Seaborn Wright, who came out 
against the nominee, Governor Atkin- 
son. Then Judge Hines became a can- 
didate against the democratic nominee. 
That left. only Peek to hear from. the 
man who led the forces of disorgan'za- 
tion against William J. Northen, the 
democratic nominee.

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The circular includes a list of the fol- 
owing places, all in Rockdale county, at 
which Colonel] Peek states he will speak 
on dates from March 24 to April 5 in- 
elusive: Oak Grove, Smyrna, Union, Mag- 
net. Oakland, Pleasant Hill, Zingara and 
Princeton. It will be noted that all the 
points at which Colonel Peek is to speak 
are in Rockdae county, and all the 
speeches are to be made prior to the 
primary in that county for senator, repre- 
sentatives and county officers, which 
takes place shortly after April 5, the date 


of the last speech. 
The Surprising Part of It. 


“Colonel Peek is a man against whom I 
have nothing whatever personally,” Mr. 
Howell. declared, ‘“‘but' I am forced to 
take issue with him in his attacks against 
the democratic party. 

“The only thing about this circular 
that surprised me,’’ Mr. Howel] said, ‘‘is 
the fact that Colonel Peek has so far 
forgotten himself as to attempt to drag) 
the. Southern Cotton Association into} 
politics. This is the first inStance of it 
in the history of the association, and as 
a friend of that association, and one of 
the very first contributors to the fund 
raised in its behalf, as one who sees in 
it more good for the south than has been 
accomplished by any one instrumentality 
since the civil war, I protest ageinst its 
being dragged into politics in this way.

I have no idea what he is go- | 
ing. to say, but I have had my say, | 
and I now ask that you hear him.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

Colonel Peek then made a brief state- 
ment, substantially as follows: 

: “I would not disturb a public meet- 
ing during its progress, and I have wait- 
until now to say that some unjust 
allusions have been made to me here 
today, and by permission of the court 
[ will address the people tomorrow at 
noon in defense of myself.’ ; 
This closed the igcident. and the con- 
gratulations to Mr. Howell continued.

Cordele, Ga., March 22:—(Special.)— 
Hon. Joe Hill: Hall, of Bibb, discussed 
the issues ‘and the candidates of the 
gubernatorial campaign here this after- 
noon to an @udjence in the superior court 
room of Crisp county, About 300 men 
and a half dozen ladies were ‘present. 

Mr. Hall made a profound impression. 
It was all the more pronounced by rea- 
son of the fact that five six men, 
said to be supporters of Hon. Hoke 
Smith, attended the meeting and gave 
evidence of the fact that they were not 
in accord with the sentiments of Mr. 
Hall. It was charged that they attended 
for the sole purpose of howling down Mr. 
Hall, but there is no evidence of this 
except their actions. 

Crisp county, by a large majority, is 
for Hon. Clark Howell. Men who were 
earnest advocates of the candidacy of 
Mr. Smith before he spoke here on Wed- 
nesday are now lukewarm, and it is said 
that he lost a number of supporters by 
his speech here on that day. 

Mr. Hall came over from Macon this 
morning and spent the forenoon in shak- 
ing hands with his friends. At | o'clock 
in the afternoon he began his speech. 
He left at 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon 
for his home in Macon. 

Probably the most telling part of his 
speech was his charge that Mr. Smith 
had deserted hig former friends.

TO PROTECT DRY SPOTS 


Would Make Place of Delivery

Much Interest Has Been Manifest in 
legislation To Keep Liquor Out 
of Dry States and Counties. 
Charlie Russell Made 
Hit. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)— 
&reat interest is being taken by temper- 
@nce people throughout the country in 
the several measures now pending before 
congress designed to put a stop to the 
shipment of Mquor into “dry” states and 
counties under the protection of the C. 
O. D. business of express companies. 

The growing demand for legislation of 
this character is finding response at the 
hands of the nation’s law-makers. It 
is the chief aim of those active in the 
agitation to find some way to prevent 
the fictitious C. O. D. shipments which 
amount, practically, to nothing else than 
Sales by the agents of the express com- 
panies. Many instances are cited ot 
shipments made from one state to an- 
other when no orders have been sent 
by the consignees, or where the ship- 
ments are to fictitious consignees, the 
liquors passing into the hands of any- 
body willing to purchase by paying the 
Cc. O. D. charges. 

Many Measures Proposed. 

As @ rule, the express companies do not 
care to handle this kind of business. 
When, however, it is represented to them 
that the shipment is legitimate they are 
compelled to recognize the rights of 
shippers and to forward this kind of 
merchandise, as they do other kinds. 

A large number of bills have been in- 
troduced in the senate and the house 
bearing on this phase of the interstate 
commerce question, but the difficulty has 
been to find one that meets the consti 
tutional objections of lawyers. 

A measure that is looked upon with 
much favor and which seems to reach 
the evil without being open to the charge 
of unconstitutionality is that introduced 
by Representative Brantley ,of Georgia. 
Mr. Brantley, as a member of the judi- 
ciary committee of the house, has made 
a close study of the legal questions in- 
volved and he believes his measure will 
reach the evils complained of and at 
the same time will stand the test of the 
supreme court. Mr. Brantley’s bill is a 
short one, but in the opinion of lawyers 
it covers the ground completely. 


The Brantley Bill. 
Stripped of the legislative verbage by 
which every measure introduced in con- 
gress must be adorned, the Brantley bill 


provides: | 
That spirituous, malt, vinous and in- 
ioxicating liquors of all kinds, when 
a part of intersiate commerce, shall 
be a special class in such commerce, 
and the transportation and sale there- 
ot shall we specially subject to tne 
control and = direction of congress, 
and that any railroad company, ex- 
press company, or other common Car- 
rier or other person who shall, in 
connection with the transportation of 
spirituous, vinous, malt and intoxicat- 
ing liquors o: all Kinds from one state 
or territory into another state or ter- 
ritory, coliect on, before or after de- 
livery, from the consignee or other 
person, the purchase price, Or any 
part thereof of such liquors, or who 
spall in any manner act as the agent 
of the consignor or seller of such 
liquors for the purpose of selling or 
completing the sale thereof, saving 
only in the actual transportation and 
delivery of the same, shall be sub- 
ject in so doing to all the police pow- 
ers of the atate or territory into 
which such liquors are transported 
and delivered, and for this purpose in 
all cases of the sale of spirituous, 
vinous, malt and intoxicating liquors 
of all kinds, in interstte commerce, 
where the same is sold ‘collect on 
delivery,’ the place shall be deemed 
and held the place of sale.

from all parts of the country. Mr. Rus- 
sell had. a lively passage at arms wilh 
Colonel Humphrey, of New York, who 
sought to ascertain whether the colored 
people as well as the white people 
are permitted to hold primaries, and who 
had a good deal to say—or tried to have 
—about the apparent inequalities of rep- 
resentation as between the northern and 
the southern states. 
What the Conference Seeks. 

Colonel Humphrey, it is needless to 
say, is a good deal of a republican. AS 
such as he was inclined to chaff at 
some of the arguments advanced by the- 
orists, but his tilt with the brilliant 
young Georgia legislator gave him a 
homely respect for his antagonist which 
found frequent manifestation throughout 
the three days’ session of the conference, 

The conference will be continued under 
the general direction of the Nationa] 
Civic Federation. Its general purposes 
are the correction of ballot box evuis 
throughout the country. It expressed 
its belief that corrupt practices legisla- 
tion should include the publication of all 
contributions and expenditures; the pro- 
hibition of political contributions by cor- 
porations; the definition and limitaton 
of permssible politcal expenditures; pro- 
visions for judicial inquiry into election 
expenses and existence of corrupt prac- 
tices in which proceeding any citiz@ 
may participate, and the punishment of 
corrupt practices by further penalties 
such as disfranchisement: or disqualifi- 
cation for office, in addition to fine ana 
imprisonment. 


MAY APPEAL FROM DECISION. 


President Discusses Packers’ Case 


With Taft and Moody. 

Washington, March 22.—President 
Roosevelt held an extended conference 
today with Attorney General Moody, 
Secretary Taft and James R. Garfield, 
commissioner of corporations, concern- 
ing the adverse decision rendered 
Chicago yesterday by Judge Humphrey in 
the beef packers’ case. 

No details of the conference were ob- 
tainable at the white house, but it is 
certain that Attorney Geneval Moody 
proposes to look carefuly into the law 


bearing on the matter with a view of, 


ascertaining whether an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Humphrey by the gov- 
ernment will lie. 

The prosecution of the corporations will 
continue, of course, but it was the desire 
of the government to place responsibili- 
ties for violations of the law upon oOffi- 
cials of the corporations where they 
were found to be guilty of such viola- 
tions. 

Attorney General Moody declined to 
discuss the merits of Judge Humphrey's 
decision. It was, he said, of very great 
importance, not only as affecting this 
particular case, but as laying down a 
principle, which if sustained must have 
a very serious effect upon all future 
prosecutions by the government for vio- 
lations of the anti-trust and interstate 
commerce laws.

STATEHOOD BILL 


IN CONFERENCE 


Congressman Hardwick Against 
Whole House 


Member From Tenth District Want- 
ed To Cut Off Social Secretary 
for Mrs. Roosevelt, but Found 
No One Voting With 
Him. 


Washington, March 22.—The statehood 
bill was taken from the speaker's table 
in the house today, placed in the hands 
of conferees and a request made of the 
senate for a conference on the disagree- 
ing votes of the two houses, 

This action was not accomplished with- 
out many words and votes. It was de- 
veloped at once, however, that there were 
votes enough to carry out the pro- 
gramme of the leaders. Then followed 
forty minutes of fiery speeches, some of 
which provoked the amusement of the 


large attendance of members and the 
crowded galleries, 

Then came the final vote on the adop- 
tion of the rule, which 175 members ap- 
proved and 156 opposed. Messrs. Ham- 
ilton, of Michigan; Brick, of Indiana, 
and Moon, of Tennessee, were appointed 
the confrerees on the part of the house. 

Senate House of Detention. 

The features of -the debate were re- 
marks by J. Adam Bede, of Minnesota, 
during which he told of his approval of 
the president, particularly because he 
had Siyen his daughter in marriage to 
& member of the house of representatives 
and not to a degenerate prince or to a 
representative of “that house of deten- 
tion at the other end of the capitol.”’ 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, cham- 
pioned the special rule, and Mr. Wiil- 
liams, the minority leader, suggested 
that republicans would need the special 
prayer of the chaplain after they had 
made their record on statehood. Sev- 
eral other short speeches followed. 

The legislation bill constituted the sub- 
ject for the remainder of the day. Criti- 
cism was made of the management of 
the library of congress and Mr. Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, found himself opposed 
by members of both sides of the cham- 
ber in his endeavor, through amend- 
ment ,to restrict the white house appro- 
priation so as to eliminate a social sec- 
retary for the wife of the president. 


Grosvenor Advises Hardwick. 


Mr. Grosvenor, in a fatherly way, coun- 
seled Mr. Hardwick to withdraw his 
amendment. He spoke of the high ofti- 
cial station of the wife of the president, 
of the modest establishment the nation 
maintained and of the adverse impres- 
sion such an amendment would have 
coming from congress. 

Mr. Hardwick insisted he meant no 
disrespect to. the wife of the president 
whatsoever. He was looking at the 
question from an entirely different stand- 
point. Efforts wefe being made, he said, 
to prevent the diversion of appropria- 
tions and the rumor came that such an 
abuse existed at the white house. 

If it could be stated by any one that 
the practice had continued in the. past 
he would withdraw the amendment. 
Such a gtatement was not made, and 
the motion being put Mr. Hardwick 
seemed to be the only one being in favor 
of his proposition. 

At this point the work of the day 
was suspended and at 5:20 the house 
adjourned until tomorrow.

A corporate monopoly violating tne 
Sherman act by restraining trade and 
crippling competition, granting re- 
bates and otherwise flagrantly violat- 
ing the letter and spirit of the law, 
can be prosecuted only as an abstract 
and indefinite entity, with no refer- 
ence to individual officers of such 
law-defying monopoly responsible for 
its lawlessness. In other words, Mr. 
Paul Morton, individually responsible 
along with other individual high offi- 
cials of the Atchison, Topeka ani 
Santa Fe Railroad Company for grant- 
ing rebates to favored shippers in vio- 
lation of law and contempt of court 
decisions, is immune from criminal 
prosecution for his and their act of 
criminality because, forsooth, the 
Santa Fe road and not its governing 
officials is alone culpable if guilt ex- 
ists.

‘The situation is critical,” is the ex- 
pression of Alex Smith, and he requests 
the reporter to ‘‘tell the people—tell them 
in big headlines or any way—that we 
must not be disgrace@—we must provide 
room for our invited guests. Tell them 
if they do not send in wielr names faster 
there will Le thousands—yes ,more than 
thousands, who will watk the streets all 
night long. 

“Aad, really, if some of these old Yan- 
kee veterans come down here and have 
to do that there may oe a few of them 
who will say to themselves: 
not so sorry we licke@ them after all.’ ”’ 

‘‘Let the people rally and make these 
old veterans feel happy and they will go 
back home and spread the glory of the 
southern hospitality—and maybe we won't 
have to fight them any more. They will 
refuse to take up aryns against us the 
next time the roll is called.’’ 

The raising of funes for the proper 
carrying forward of the memorial is pro- 
gressirg well, though much more money 
than has as yet been raised will be ne- 
cessary.

Norfolk, Va., March 22.—Four sailing 
vessels lay wrecked on the Virginia and 
North Carolina coasts today. These ves- 
eels are the three masted schooner Ray- 
miond T. Maull, Captain Higbie, f-om 
Georgia to Philadelphia, which -lies 
beached on Gull shoals, N. C., south of 
Hatteras; the three masted schoone: 
Harland W. Houston, Captain Gaskins 
from New York to Beaufort. N. C., 
which lies waterlogged at Hatteras in- 
let: the British sailing ship Clyde, Cap- 
tain Evans, from the south for New 
York, and Caleutta, which is’ stranded 
south of Cape Hatteras, and the four 
masted schooner Harry T. Hayware, 
Captain Colcord, which was beached in- 
side of Cape Henry following her collis- 
ion last night with the German steamer 
San Miguel. 

Efforts are being made to save all of 
these vessels, but no faivorable reports 
have been recelved from any but the 
Clyde. This is unprecedented in the ma- 
rine history of this coast.
